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THE VOCABULARY OF CICERO'S ORATION PRO 
MARCELLO 

In view of the fact that Cicero's Oration Pro Marcello 
has been set by The College Entrance Examination 
Board as obligatory reading for the next three years, 
and because this oration was not included in Professor 
Lodge's Vocabulary of High School Latin, it has seemed 
to me desirable to publish the following lists of words 
with their accompanying statistics which will put into 
the hands of teachers a survey of the vocabulary 
material of the Pro Marcello. The statistics are based 
upon an original count of the Pro Marcello which I 
made several years ago in connection with other 
Ciceronian material. Certain slight errors of enumera- 
tion are practically unavoidable, as any will realize 
who have tried their hand at this work, and will, I trust, 
either be pardoned or corrected by those interested. 

The total vocabulary material of the Oration has not 
been presented in one alphabetical list, but has been 
divided for teaching purposes into two lists — one of 
the obligatory words, and one of the words of in- 
frequent occurrence. In determining what words are 
obligatory for the work of the first three years I 
have departed considerably from the selection pre- 
sented by the Lodge Vocabulary and have based 
the choice upon an independent evaluation of the 
statistics of usage, following in general the plan set 
forth in the Handbook for First- Year Latin Vocabulary, 
which I worked out in conjunction with Mr. Barclay W. 
Bradley, of the College of the City of New York, and 
which was published in 1917 by the American Book 
Company. Since that date we have carried forward 
our selected lists to cover the work of the second and of 
the third year. I have accordingly divided the obliga- 
tory vocabulary of the Oration into three classes of 
words (differentiated in List I by type faces): first, 
words contained in the Hurlbut and Bradley Handbook 
for First Year Latin; second, words which we may 
assume to have been learned in the second year; third, 
words which ought to be learned during the third year. 

Since this work of Mr. Bradley and myself was 
completed, the Regents of the State of New York 
have set forth in their Syllabi selected lists of words 
for the first three years of the Latin course. Their 
selection is in all cases indicated by superior numbers 
>, 8 , *, indicating the year. Where no superior number 
is prefixed to a word, that word is not included by the 
Regents in their obligatory lists. A very few words 



selected as obligatory by the Regents will be found in 
List II of the words of minor importance. 

For purposes of review and drill, an asterisk has been 
prefixed to all words in Lists I and II (which together 
cover the total vocabulary of the Oration) which have 
not appeared in either the Third Catilinarian or in the 
Pro Archia, it being assumed that these two orations 
will be read before the Pro Marcello. 

In List III will be found all the obligatory words of 
the Pro Marcello from either the Hurlbut and Bradley 
selection or from the Regents's list, arranged in the 
order of occurrence in the Oration. The explanatory 
notes to this list will make plain the mutual relation 
of these two selections. In List III also the first 
previous occurrence of each word in either Catiline III 
or Pro Archia has been indicated by adding the number 
of the section where the word may be found. 

Summaries of word-occurrence and of the percentage 
of words obligatory and non -obligatory as well as of 
their distribution into the three years according to 
the two methods of selection have been added for pur- 
poses of comparison. 

LIST I— THE OBLIGATORY WORDS 
The distribution of the words according to the years 
in which they should be learned is indicated as follows: 
(1) according to Hurlbut and Bradley's Lists by type 
faces: 

CAPITALS for the words from the First- Year List, 
small caps for words from the Second-Year List, 
Roman type for words from the Third- Year List. 
(2) according to the lists of the Regents of the Univer- 
sity of the State of New York by superior numbers: 

1 = First- Year words (first and second semesters), 

2 = Second- Year words (third and fourth semesters), 

3 = Third-Year words (proposed syllabus for the third 
year). 

An asterisk * indicates that the word has not 
previously occurred in In Catilinam III or Pro Archia. 

Words in italics appearing indented under leading 
words are included in their statistics with the leading 
word. 

A few variae lectiones appear: they arc indicated by 
the abbreviations v. I. 

The number in the first column after a word is that of 
the Italics in which the word first occurs in the Pro- 
Marcello; the number in the second column after the 
word indicates the number of times that it occurs.

AN AID TO THE STUDY OF THE PRO 
MARCELLO 

Teachers of the Pro Marcello will no doubt be glad to be 
reminded that in The Classical Weekly 9. 170-175 
they will find interesting and useful matter concern- 
ing that oration, in a paper by Professor S. P. Donnelly, 
entitled The Literary Study of the Classics: Exercises 
in Cicero's Paragraphs.
